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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually or in 
combination the limitation of unloading only the identified overflow row from the source table 
into storage as set forth in claim 1, and similarly in claims 17, 28, 43, and 58. 

2. The closest prior art, Sockut et al. in view of Lin et al., describes an overflow row repair 
method wherein unloads an entire table or partition which is distinct from the claimed invention. 
Sockut et al. in view of Lin et al. does not teach or suggest the limitations cited above as being 
free of any prior art when read in the claims as a whole.
